Tnis not 
only traced the history of English furniture from the sixteenth to the 
nineteenth century, but also gave lists of both English and American 
Designers and Craftsmen. Since the First Edition of this book had such 
a favourable reception, we have now published a revised and enlarged 
Edition which contains several interesting additions. 

Having given considerable time and study to old English Chairs, we 
then published our second book which dealt entirely with this subject 
This is entitled "The English Chair," and deals with its history and 
evolution from the early sixteenth century onwards. The success of this 
book decided us to hold an Exhibition of Chairs at our St. James's Street 
showrooms which included practically every example of Chair illustrated 
in the book with the exception of some outstanding examples which 
were kindly loaned to us.
